KOBE WAK CLAIMS. 


The Winnemnccn Silver State claims 


that citizens of that county incurred as 
much expense at the time of the Ban- 
nook outbreak in 1878 as those of Elko 
in that year or of Eureka at the time of 
the White Pine War. It says: 


Many of our citizens went at their 


own expense as far Whits Horse,Oregon, 
at a time when the settlers called in 
vain on General Howard, then at Sheep 
llanch, on the Owyhee, for assistance, 
while more of them escorted the stage 
daily as far as MoDermit, and took 
arms sent here by the State to the set- 
tlers. For these services they presented 
no bills to the State, and consequently 
received no remuneration except the con- 
sciousness of having done their duty. 
Had they done as people in other places 
do under like circumstances they wonld 
have been paid by the State, which now 
iu turn wonld be reimbursed by the 
General Government. 


We do not question the correctness of 


the statements made, and it is more 
than probable that the Humboldters 
would have been reinbursed had their 
claims been presented to the Legisla- 
ture, the State itself looking to the Gen- 
eral Government for the repayment of 
the money, just as it is now doing in 
the White Pine and Elko claims. But 
the modesty of one Buskner, Assessor 
of Humboldt, did not prevent him from 
asking and receiving $150 from the

that they are cr'minally extravagant in 
salaries to officials; and that in their 
special expenditures for useless employ- 
ment they not only corrupt the purity 
of the ballot-box, but commit high 
crimes against the sanctity of State und 
national legislative bodies."

Upon the arrival of Minister Yonng 


n that city, the San Francisco Post ad- 
dressed him the following open letter: 


General Butler, of Boston, having 
ddressed a letter of advice and counsel 
o you, as American Minister accredited 
o the court of Peking, it cannot be out 
f place for the Post, as a representative 
f the citizens ol California, to follow so 


notable an example. 
We shall not 


raverse the broad field of policy dis- 
ussed by General Butler, however, nor 
•resume to tell yon what your duties are 
a representative of the. United States 
n, China. 
You are doubtless familiar 


with those dutie», and well qualified to 
>erform them efficiently. We take it 
or granted, also, that you are fully ad- 
ised of the wishes of the administra- 
ion, and we will say nothing upon that 
ead. But it is imp9rtant that you 
hould thoroughly 
understand 
the 


wishes of the Pacific slope States and 
Jerritories in reference io Chinese im- 
migration, and to the continued resi- 
dence of Chinese laborers and artisans 
pon this coast. It was the expression 
f their wishes, in a great variety of 
ways, that led to the appointment of 
ommissioners to negotiate the treaty of 
'eking; and their wishes, expressed in 
10 uncertain way since, resulted in the 
mactment of a law restricting Chinese 
mmigrfttioB for ten years. A knowl- 
dge of the wishes aud intentions of 
your fellow citizens upon the Pacific 
lope, in respect to the spirit in which 
h» Chinese Immigration Act should be 
.dministered, is, therefore, important 
o you, as a safe guide in the discharge 
f your official duties. 
Briefly, therefore, the Pacific slope 


wants the law enforced with the utmost 
igor. It seeks absolute relief from the 
ndustrial invasion by Chinese subjects. 
?o this eud the consular officers of the 
Jnited States at Chinese ports and 
longkong should be reminded of their 
luty in the premises, and should not be 
allowed to wink at a violation of the 
aw. If the United States Consuls aud 
Consular agents do their whole duty, the 
aw recently enacted by Congress will 
pve rt measure of relief; if they do not, 
xisting evils will not be remedied. 
3ow far it may be your duty to instruct 
the Consular branch upon this all im- 
jortant point it is not for us to say. We 
imply raise the point because it is one 
upon which your fellow citizens of the 
~ acifio Coast have a very strong and de- 
cided opinion. They desire no evasions 
of the law, and will not tolerate any 
with impunity. 


Again, the opinion upon this coast is 


unanimous that it is for its best inter- 
ests that resident Chinamen should 
gradually withdraw from the country.
